While Mr. Lear has 
not statnd that he would be a candidate, it 
is the conviction of his friends that if as- 
sured that it is the wish of his party to 
have him beoome a candidate he will ac- 
cept. Concerning what should be the at- 
titude of Judge Yerkes in the matter, 
many people feel that if be is really reluc- 
tant to become a candidate he would be 
entirely justified in endorsing the candi- 
dacy of any worthy Republican member of 
the Bar in return for the support they 
gave him in the Myfadlciai election, 
even though his party sUHId -protest.

VOLUMES BttONaiNO TO A FORUM BBISTOUAlt

Book collectors, publishers, bibliophiles 


and 
unwary amateurs Tied with one 


another in sending prices of rare books 
skyward last week, at Davis and Harvey's, 
where choice volumes from the private 
library of Harold Pierce, Philadelphia, 
formerly of Bristol, were offered for sale. 


The collection was not "held with dry 


antiquity," but for the most part consist- 
ed of nearly new books with leaves uncut, 
and fresh from famous presses of the Old 
World. 


The Great Prayerbook of Edward VII— 


one of ten copies printed on vellum by the 
Essex House Press, was bid up to $1460. 
at which price it went to E. P. Warren, of 
Philadelphia, who. It is understood repre- 
sented J. Pierpont Morgan. A vellum 
Psalter—an introduction to the prayer- 
book, was obtained by the same purchaser

me Psalter was printed in 


1902. 
The prayerbook is still in press and 


not ready for dull very, the purchaser mus 
await the final delivery of the volnme. 


The attractiveness of Mr. Peiroe's col 


lections, to critical book buyers, lay in it 
completeness in the field which it covered 
Ihere were rare collections of the first edi 
tions of William Morris' writings, not to 
be duplicated. The catalogue overflowed 
with first editions of Tennyeon, Raskin 
Josetti, Swlnbnrne, and Symonas, while 
ull retp, both vellum and paper, from the 
Jovea, Essex House, Vale, Daniel and 
Kelmacott presses were thick as autumn 
eaves in Vallambroaa. 


The famous Kelmscott Press of William 


Morns was especially well represented,the 
collection in that regard being unquestion- 
ably the most elaborate ever offered in 
public sale. Into the bargain there were 
manuscripts by William Morris, books 
from his library, rare portraits of the 
great socialistic poet and philanthropist, 
an oak table made for him before bis 
death in 1896, and other interesting per- 
sonal and 
literary relics—a 
veritable 


wealth of "Morri§ama." 


At the afternoon sale, which began with 


productions from the Doves Press—prac- 
tically a continuation of Morns' Kelm- 
scott Prase—prices jumped at once to a 
lofty level. 
The first book, a small octavo 


Tacitus in vellum, was sold to Seribners 
for $65. 
"The Ideal Book," on vellum, 


and one of an edition of ten copies, went 
to a New York dealer for $155, and a copy 
of the same on paper brought $42 60. 


Mr. Day, of New York," also obtained a 
Paradise Lost" in vellum for 
$330, 


seven poems by Tennyson, 01 vellum, for 
$145, 
and William* Morns' address before 


the Hammersmith Socialist Society—one 
of fifteen copies printed on vellum, for 
$120. 


At the evening session Auctioneer Hen- 


kela again charmed the dollars by the bag- 
ful out of the purses of eager collectors. 
He began by offering a Kelmscott Press 
Chaucer, bound in pigskin, & presentation 
copy from William Morris, In autograph 
inecription. It was snapped 
up at $976 


by Mr. 
Warren—a good bargain, ac- 
cording to experts. 


A similar copy/without the autograph, 


went to George Willing for $875. 
Then 


there was a lull in the breeze of liberal 
buying, but it started a freah when the 
Morrn proofs, designed by Sir E. Burne- 
Jonea for the Kelmscott Chaucer were 
offered for sale. Mr. Warren, who let no 
Morns Memento pass by, purchased the 
lot of eighty-nine engravings for $600. 


That stirred the Moris fever in the 


blood, and even leaflets were 
eagerly 


sought for. Two trial pages of a projected 
edition of Fromsart's Obronick'B brought 
$92 60; sixteen pages of the same work 
abandoned by tha Kelmsaott Press, went 
for $230, and a small folio, "Sigurd the 
Volsung " by Moms, was purchased for 
$136—all by Mr. Warren.

er also paid $425 for forty BIX wood cuts 
designed by Sir E. Burne-Jonea and en- 
graved 
by William Morris,

Nine origin?! manuscripts by William 


Morns Jtere purchased at prices ranging 
from $145, which waa paid for "A King's 
LessoD,"by H. A. Richmond, to $45 which 
a Nnw York collector paid for the manu- 
script of "Notes on Passing Events." 
The Morris oak table went to Mr. Warren 
for $85. 


A few first editions of Ruskin's works 


were sold at moderate prices, and more 
are to follow. 


But it was a 8eld day for the admirers 


of William Morris. 


Only one volume from a very noted 


press in the collection was left to be sold 
Saturday. 
That was'"Seven Poems and 


Two Translations," by Tennyson.of which 
300 copies were isaued from the Doves 
Press in 1902. 
It brought $63, and went 


to the collector who hides hie identity un- 
der the pseudonym of "Bee." 


The features of the sale were the auto- 


graph letters and the rare and fired edi- 
tions. No such price waa reached as on 
Ihuraday, when $1450 was paid for a sin- 
gle subscription to a work not yet printed 
"The Prayer Book of King Edward VII." 


The highest pnce Saturday was $350, 


given by Mr. Mason for the rare first edi- 
tion of the pre-Raphaelite journal, "The 
Germ, begun in January, 1860, by Dante 
Gabriel Rossetti and others, and which 
ran through just fonr numbers. 
There 


was only mild competition for first edi- 
tions of John Ruskin's lectures and mono- 
iraphs, and the prices, as will be seen by 
the appended list, were not in any instance 
sensational. The Rossetti first editions 
ared better, one little volnme of Dante 
Gabriel's poeme bringing $75, and a pam- 
phlet, "Hand and Soul," $57. The rare 
;opies of Swinburne excited more interest 
lis two plays, "The Queen Mother" and 
'Rosamond," issued in 1S60, fetching $75 
ind his "Siena," first published in Phila- 
delchia In Lippincott'e Magazine, and of 
which only a very few copies were winted 
in book form, in London, in order to save 
the Engliah copyright, $34. Tennysomana 
were more in demand, and $105 was paid 
lor the four page copy of the ode to Prin- 
cess Marie Alexandrovna, ^written by the 
Poet Laureate to celebrate her marriage 
with the Duke of Edinburgh. 
The only 


autograph of Tennyson, a two page letter, 
written in 18B6, was sold to George D 
Smith, a dealer of New York, for $63 
But a printed copy of Tennyson's priz 
poem on 'Tlmbuctoo," which he wrot 
while at Trinity College, in 1829, an< 
which he never republished, fetched onl.

Another substance that has proved to 


be extremely dangerous when stored in 
arge quantities is chlorate of potash, 
i disaster some years ago in a big Lon- 
don factory proved the destructive 
powers of this simple remedy for colds. 


Sugar and chlorate of potash mixed 


_'orm an explosive which has been tried 
'or blasting purposes, but so dangerous 
a compound Is it that any explosive 
containing these ingredients is not like- 
y to pass the government tests in this 
country. 
A good many years ago It was dis- 


covered tbat cellulose soaked In strong 
nitric acid changed from a substance 
no more harmful than paper to a fierce 
explosive. The number of materials on 
which nitric acid will work a similar 
tranHformatlon 
is 
almost 
endless. 


Wood, paper, straw, cool, peat, pitch, 
starch, sugar, tea tan, phosphorus, Iron, 
zinc, copper and magnesium are only a 
few that could be named. 


One of the best known and most ter- 


rible of these mixtures Is nitroglycerin, 
which is simply nitric acid and com- 
mon glycerin mixed together and al- 
lowed to fall into a stream of water. 
Dynamite is nothing more than nitre- 
glycerin absorbed by some spongy sub- 
stance. Alum, nsbestus, plaster of par- 
Is, sawdust, bran, meal, even dried and 
pounded potatoes, have been employed 
for this purpose, but the substance 
roost commonly employed Is what Is 
known as "klesel guhr," or spongy 
earth. This Is the kind of clay formed 
of minute fossil shells, great beds of 
which are found In Germany and oth- 
er parts of tbe world. 


Guncotton, which was first made in 


1843, is the form of nltro compound 
usually employed in war. It Is manu- 
factured from ordinary cotton waste 
treated with a mixture of nitric and 
sulphuric acids. 


There is one very curious point about 


guncotton. It cannot be made from 
raw cotton In the bale; waste cotton is 
necessary for Its manufacture. It seems 
as If the bleaching to which manufac- 
tured cotton has been subjected has 
something to do with fitting the waste 
for becoming explosive material. Oily 
waste is, however, completely useless 
for making guncotton, and if even a 
little Is carelessly used a whole batch 
of the manufactured .product may be 
spoiled. > 


Guncotton is so extraordinarily sud- 


den in its action that a small quantity 
has been exploded in contact with a 
heap of gunpowder and has failed to 
get fire to it. 


The great advantage which guncot- 


ton possesses over all other explosives 
is that damp does not injure it 
In 


fact, wet guncotton explodes with just 
as great violence as dry, but is of 
course much harder to fire. Conse- 
quently it is one of the safest explo- 
sives to carry, as it can be thoroughly 
wetted before packing and kept wet 
during transport For mining purposes 
or for use in war guncotton is usually 
compressed into bard cakes. 


Tbe cordite which is now used In 


British military rifles is a rather more 
compound substance, being composed 
of thirty-seven parts of guncotton 
mixed with fifty-eight of nitroglycerin 
and five parts of mineral jelly. It is 
formed Into little cords each three- 
icightbs of an Inch in diameter. These 
are made up into little fagots which 
are placed In the cartridges. 


What seems a very odd substance 


from which to make an explosive Is 
gutta percha. But by the action of ni- 
tric acid It can be turned into a formi- 
dable detonator. 


Each country has its pet powder. The 


United States uses plcrote of ammonia; 
the French have a beautiful, semi- 
transparent chestnut colored powder 
made of the nitrates of potassium and 
barium. Besides these there are dozens 
of explosives with fancy names such 
as balllstite, cannonlte, rifleite, randlte, 
plastomenlte. These vary in size and 
shape of grain, color and power, but 
they all depend on the action of nitric 
acid for their explosive force.—Atlanta 
Constitution.
